Albertans......city, town, village 
and farm residents alike, will be 
reaping the benefits this year of 
the oil revenues whichh have 
been pouring into the provincial 
treasury, if proposals outlined 
in the speech from the throne 
last week are approved during 
the first session of the 12th Al- 
berta legislature. 

Traditional pomp and cere- 
mony, missing last year in res- 
pect to the passing of King Geo- 
rge VI, marked the opening of 
the Alberta legislature last Thurs 
day as the Social Credit govern- 
_ment, supported by 52 members 
lined up against eight opposition 
members and R. Eric Ansley (Ind 
S.C., Leduc) who is sitting on the 
opposition side of the legislative 
chamber. The opposition is com- 
posed of four Liberals, two Pro- 
gressive Conservatives and two 
CCFers. 


The throne speech, read by 
Hon. J. J. Bowlen, Lieutenant- 
Governor, forecast government 
proposals for increased agricul- 
tural services, additional finan- 
cial assistance for rural electrifi- 
cation, aids to homestead settle- 
ment, and increased aid for hos- 
pitals, schools and municipalities 


Although there has been no 
official announcement, Premier 
Manning, as Treasurer, is expec- 
ted to introduce .the province's 
biggest budget, containing $160,- 
000,009 to $170 million in expen- 
ditures. 

The legislature will. be asked 
to approve many proposals, 
which Social Credit candidates 


promised during the election cam 
paign last summer. Russel Pat- 
rick, (SC Lacombe) seconding the 
throne speech reply, termed it 
“the dream Throne speech of an 
election year.” 

Large, new appropriations for 
the continuing development of 
the irrigation projects on the St. 
Mary and Milk rivers in South- 
ern Alberta, will be requested by 
the government, while greater 
financial assistance for electrifi- 
cation co-operatives also is pro- 
posed. 


Good news for taXpayers is the 
proposal to increase appropriat- 
ions for school grants, provide 
additional aid for new school con 
struction and boost government 
financial aid to municipalities. 
Although the government has 
steadily been increasing munic- 
ipal aid, its ultimate objective is 
for all municipal borrowings to 
come from the provincial treas- 
ury at a low rate of interest. 

Plans call for spending money 
on the province’s biggest high- 
way program in history, with a 
four-year program to develop a 
network of all weather highways 
and particular emphasis on im- 
provement of local and market 
roads in municipalities and im- 
provement districts. 

‘Hon. Mr. Bowlen praised the 
initiative of Alberta farmers who 
aided by favorable weather von- 
ditions established new produc 
tion records for farm crops lasi 
year. He pointed out the dark 
cloud in Alberta’s agricuitural 


picture was hocf and mouth dis- 
ease which resulted in embarces, 
low prices and heavy financial 
losses to procucers. 

The session’s first act of busi- 
ness was to give readin¢ to a bill, 
introduced by the premier 


, to re- 
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peal the obsolete Cities and 
Towns Emergency Borrowing 
Powers Act, which has been re- 
placed by other legislation. 

The first day ended with the 
appointment of a special com- 
mittee to select members for the 
standing committees. Headed by 
Michael Ponich (SC Vegreville), 
the committee includes Hon. Luc- 
ien Maynard, attorney-general; 
Hon. Dr. J. L. Robinson, Minister 
of Industries and Labor; F. M. 
Baker (SC Clover Bar); E. M. 
Hardy (SC Bruce); W. R. Cornish 
(SC Vermilion); H. B. McDonald 
(SC Calgary); Elmer Roper, C¢ 
leader, and J. Harper Prow. 
Liberal leader. 

On the second day of the ¢os- 
sion, Mr. Baker moved the repiv 
to the Throne speech and called 
for action on gas export. He also 
questioned suggestions that the 
Liquor Act would be amended to 
make liquor easier to obtain. 

Seconding the reply, Mr. Pat- 
rick praised the government's 
proposal to provide lorns for uni- 
versity studenis sayin, “It has 
been heort-breaking and discour- 
aging to see, exc ‘Ment students 
have to drop by the wayside 
without comp’eting their univer- 
that loans be made available to 
establish young farmers on the 
land and proposed increasing the 
size of the guidance staff at the 
university.
